There is also another matter to be con- 
sidered \vhich is that companies running 
electric cars on the streets -shall be respon- 
sible for. all damage to water and gas 
pipes by electrolysis. 
' The following item from the >Tew York 
Sui will be of interest in thU regard as 
showing the tendency since the detrimen- 
tal effects of, electrolysis c-iinie to be fullv 
known: 


"Electric street car corn panics in Taconia, 
Wash., are to be required to repair all 
damage to water pipes caused by electrol- 
ysis. In repaving one of the principal 
avenues of the city, along which runs an 
electric car line, it was found that move 
than one-half of the surface and connec- 
tion pipes, running from the water main 
to buildings, had been, so eateu a\vay bv 
the electric current grounded through the 
rails as to be useless. The pipes were re- 
placed by the city at a cost of more than a 
S1COO. All franchises hereafter gianted 
will contain a clause that the company 
ihall repair damage thus caused." 


In this city there is no inspector of 


wires, nor any official who can detect the 
sffeet of electrolysis on pipes. It is the 
business of the-water board to look after 
ihia matter and if that body directed a 
little of its attention to the subject it 
,ypuld be serving the interests of the citj 
folly as well as in advancing the general 
xeterlog system.

It is quite commonJy charged against 


workirjgmen •who are. demanding the 
abolition of privilege, vpho are insisting 
ttpon the recognition of their natural 
rights as human beings, who are striv- 
ing for a condition where all men'shall 
be granted full and free opportunity to 
lubor and be left in undisturbed posses- 
sion of the frtiits of such labor, who are 
asking that they be permitted to livo 
the lives of human beings, that they 
have designs upon tho property of tho 
rich. 
Workingmen are quite generally 


.quick to' deny tho imputation of any 
such design, but -why so? Workingmen 
profess respect for. the property rights 
of the rich; they say that they are 
merely demanding their own rrghts, 
common to all members of the human 
family, and have no intention of de- 
priving the rich.of their property. 9uch 
denial of intention as this can oiiiy be 
the result of either-cowardice or igno- 
rance—^perhaps a littla of both—on the 
part of the disinherited ones of earth. 


Why should there be any effort mode 


to conceal or deny the fact that in de- 
manding their rights workingmeu do 
have designs upon the property of the 
rich'? Of what use to the rich is their 


call "dividing up."" They point to the 
absurdly small sum which would fall 
to the lot of each person by the dividing 
up process, and triumphantly demon- 
strate the inevitableuess with which 
present inequalities would tend, to re- 
establish themselves. 
The dividing up 


proposition is, of course, frilly, and cal- 
culated merely to obscure an issue which 
cannot be met; but from tho standpoint 
of ths proposition that the workers have 
no designs upon the property of the 
rich the Gradgrinds are right in their 
conclusions; they have the facts on 
their side, and things would better be 
left in their present shape. 
But the 


workers have no wish to ".divide up;"' 
liiey are. perfectly indifferent to that 
proposition. 
The workers' protests are 


directed against the existence, of those 
social arrangements whereby, in case 
there was a "dividing up," the present 
inequalities would certainly re-estab- 
lish themselves, and these arrangements 
are all that give value to the property 
of the rich—they are really all that con- 
stitute such property. 
The wealth of 


the rich may safely be left as it is, but 
those property rights which give them 
command over the labor of others, and 
prevent others from obtaining wealth 
by their exertions, must certainly be 
abolished.

Weeks and his wife, it was alleged, re- 


moved without permission all the f urni- 


tlon of the bill (against which the llepub- 
lican opponents of the measure massed 
their opposition) was passed, showed that 
the friends of the measure had marshalled 
every available vote in its favor.

tion act so as to permit the issue of 3 per 
cent coin bonds, redeemable after live 
years at ihe pleasure of the government 
aud payable in 15 years, with tlie specific 
proviso that nothing '" the bill shall be 
construed to repeal the act of 1S7S for the 
reissue of tiie greenbacks, aud that the 
bonds shall first lie offered for subscrip- 
tion at the sub-treasuries aud depositories 
of the United States. 


The second section of the bill provides 


for the issue of three-year debt cer'rificates 


denominations of $120 and multiples 


thereof in amounts not exceeding $50,UOO,- 
000, to meet temporary deficiencies.

20 majority for the passage of the bond 
bill; they are satisfied enoujrh with their 
!H majority. It required, however, a good 
deal of hard work on their part to pull the 
figures up to this level.

That this bill cannot pass the senate is 


conceded. It will there be amended by 
the free silver men, who are in control of 
the finance committee and the senate 
itself, and come back to the house in such 
a shape that tlie house will rejeet it with- 
out: much consideration. 


It of course makes little difference what 


the senate does, as the 'president will not 
accept the bill. The free silver men want 
the satisfaction of passing some kiud of a 
free silver bill, and care very little what 
happens after the bill has once left their 
hauds. 


There is no common purpose between 


the house and senate, and no common 
ground upon which both they and the 
president can stand. It is open war all 
round. 


Tlie tariff bill will probably come before 


tlie senate next week. Its future is not 
only uncertain, but is regarded with in- 
difference. It is possible that it will be 
passed by the senate after considerable 
amendment, and if so the house may re- 
ject it. 


But whether it is or not, the president 


will promptly give it his veto, so that so far 
as practicable results are concerned the bill 
inijrht as well have never been reported 
Iroin the ways and means committee.

Touching "\Vords to His Parishioners Be- 


fore Leaving- for Homo. 


BOSTON, Dec. 30.—St.' Joseph's Catholic 


church was crowded to its utmost capacity 
yesterday, the occasion being the farewell 
sermun of Rev. W. H. O'Connell, who 
was recently 'appointed rector of the 
American college at Rome. The preacher 
took for his text- "The Nativity of Christ," 
and at the close, in touching words, he 
spoke of his 10 years' work of labor and 
love in the parish, and the kindness which 
his ministrations had been received by the 
parishioners. 


In the course .of his remarks he said: 
"For 10 years I have gone about in the 


parish ministering as best I knew how, 
bringing to the sick, I trust, some little 
consolation, bringing to the dying words 
of reconciliation and love, and above all 
the blessed sacrament. 


"It has been my privilege to have had 


something to do with the training of the 
children iu the Sunday school, a task in 
which I have heartily joined. 
I have al- 


ways met from the parish the most cor- 
dial sympathy in my work. I think it is 
something to ho able to snythat I have 
never had a word of dispute with a single 
one of them. 'If I have not been able to 
do more here it has not been lack of will- 
ingness, but rather lack of ability and 
power." 


At this point Fr. O'Cnnnell-spoke feel- 


ingly of his very pleasant relations with 
the other priests of the parish. 


"Now," he continued, ;'almighty God 


has called me away, and I go with a great 
deal of sorrow. I can scarcely realize the 
lofty position to which I have been called, 
a position which stands unique among 
Catholic institutions. The rectorship of 
the American college at Rome is • a most 
honorable position, and almighty God, 
through the holy father, the pope, brings 
me away to his other sphere of work. The 
field is very broad. 
God only knows 


whether or not I have the power to enter 
upon its duties and discharge them well, 
but all one can do is to" ask almighty God 
for power and strength, and then go for- 
ward manfully and face the situation. 


"But whatever-may come in future, 


or whatever life I may "be called to, I 
shall always look back upon the 10 years 
spent here as 10 of the happiest years 
that a priest can possibly spend. I shall 
always look back to my old friends here 
with tenderness and love, and "I shall al- 
ways remember you and pray for you, I 
shall always carry you in my heart, and 
now I give you all my love and my heart- 
iest and most cordial benediction. God 
bless you all." 
•'•There was scarcely a dry eye in the 
church whenFr. O'Connell finished speak- 
ing and stepped from the altar, himself al- 
most as visibly affected as the members of 
the congregation. Sobs .were' audible in 
many sections nf 'the edifice, and tears 
rolled down the cheeks of young- and 'old 
alike; tears which told that Fr. O'Con- 
rielPs great lo've for those he was" leaving 
behind was warmly reciprocated.

0evere-!, too, asked for a hearing, 
buf his request was greeted with s. shower 
ofshors. 


"We'll give you 10 minutes to open up; 


then "you burn;'*.said tlievmob's leader, 
and his men quietly retired from the door. 
A hurried consultation was held inside 
[lie house, and then, white and terror- 
.ssi'icken,. the Httlo girl of Deveres was 
thrust out to plead with tho mob. Clad 
in hiT night robe, bare^oted and unpro- 
tected, she., btavoly waited ont into the 
moonlight and sobbed out a prayer for her 
.white-haired father's life. 


"Get out;'y*ou'r3 liable to get shot your- 


self," n ruffian said, aud the panic-stricken 
child lied to the cabin of a negro neigh- 
bor. 
Mrs, West .then appeared at the 


door, a-tid referring to her condition, mude 
a last appeal for mercy. It was unavail- 
ing, and in>another moment the house 
was Sired. 


The shrieks of the imprisoned wretches

1*116 First Congregational church 
is the largest and most fashionable of 
that denomination in the city. 


Mrs. Davidson, who is a woman about 


60 years of age, came here daring the mkl- 
winrer fair as a representative of a.Boston 
corset Ilrm. Shu lias attended Dr. Brown's 
clinruh for about a year, arid has taken 
frreat interest in church matters. 
Miss 


Overman came here from Tacoma for her 
health and visited at the house of Dr. 
Brown, whose family she knew in Tacoma. 
After a stay of several months, during 
which time she became acquainted with 
Mrs. 
Davidson, Hiss"Overman returned 


to Tacoma, but came back to San B'ran- 
oisoo, when Mrs. -Davidson promised to 
secure employment for her. 


According to Dr. Brown, Mrs. David- 


son came to him last November, at the 
time when there'was ihtense excitement 
in the city over the exposure of the double 
lives of several old men who had been 
debauching young girls, and told himthat 
she had boon cotnmissioned by Mrs. Jane 
Elizabeth Baddin, a. lodging-house keeper, 
to demand $2000 down and $100 a month 
for 10 years if he did not want his int-i- 
inacy with Miss Overman -exposed. Mrs. 
Davidson said that Miss Overman had 
confided in her and would testify against 
him, and that Mrs. Baddin know that he 
had occupied a room in a lodging house 
with an unknown ..woman. Mrs. David- 
son pointed out to him that owing to the 
state of public feeling almost anything 
that witnesses would swear to would be 
believed, and ad vised him to settle at once. 


Alleged Victim Baffled Conspirators. 
Dr. Brown was horrified at the nature 


of tha charges brought against him, and 
saw no means of escape. ' He succeeded, 
however, in reducing the figures to $500 
down and $35 a month for live years. He 
paid Mrs. Davidson $500, for which she 
signed a receipt. After paying over the 
money, Dr. Brown attempted to ftud Mrs. 
Baddin, but without success. .Finally ho 
met Miss Overman, who was shopping 
with Mrs. Davidson, and reproached her 
with her perfidy. She indignantly denied 
that she had made any charges, aud, when 
confronted 
with Mrs. Davidson, de- 


nounced the.woman as infamous. 


Miss Overman immediately left Mrs. 


Davidson's house, and went to the home 
of Dr. Brown, where she is now under the 
protection of his, wife. Then the minister 
consulted with the deacons of tlie church, 
and the result was the arrest of Mrs!

of the United States. 


The secoud section of the bill provides 


for the idsue of three-year debt certificates ! 
of denominations of $20 and 
multiples I 


thereof in amounts not exceeding 860,000,- 
000. to meet temporary deficiencies. 


Surprised by Size of the Majority. 


On Friday night the Republican man- 


agers were not counting upon more than 
20 majority for the passage of the bond 
bill; they are satisfied enough with their 
84 majority. It required, however, a good 
deal of hard work on their part to pull the 
figures up to this level.

HABANA, Deo. 33.— In spite of the re- 


ports received here that the main body of 
the insurgents had retreated from the 
province of Matanzas and were once rnora 
in Santa Clara, reports continue to coma 
in of damage done at various points in 
Matanzas and of threatening movements 
of bodies o£ insurgents. Whether these 
are wandering and isolated bands cannot 
be estimated accurately. An engagement 
with an insurgent- band w«s report«d 
yesterday from the province of Pinar del 
Hio, the westernmost part of the island. 


Uneasiness is also caused in official cir- 


cles by reports that oome'/from tho prov- 
ince of Santiago de Cuba,- the Oriental 
province. 
The report of Jose Maceo's 


flight seems to bo -without foundation, as 
there are renewed evidences of his activity 
in that province, and the troops stationed 
there are finding abundant occupation. 


The Spanish authorities have reason to 


suspect that a movement is contemplate! 
in tho Oriental province to bring about a 
junction of the insurgent bands there 
and troops are actively engaged in tryins 
to prevent the coming together of Jose 
Maceo and Rabi, -whose combined forces 
would afford 
means for a formidable 


movement that would effect a diversion 
and prevent the withdrawal of Spanish 
troops to re-enforce those active against 
Gomez, Antonio Maceo and Bendera in 
Matauzas and Santa Clara provinces. 


Nothing authentic is known, of the im- 


mediate whereabouts and doings of Gamez 
and his forces, who were said to be 
threatening 
Cienfnegos. 
Nothing has 


been .heard from there, though several 
skirmishes are said to- have occurred in 
Santa Clara province, -with the result that 
IB insurgents were tilled and nine taken 
prisoners. 


The insurgents seem to be still in con-
